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The Nation’s Danger. 

-DR. CARRUTHER'S SERMON. 

The following extract embraces"that part 
of his Thanksgiving sermon which was de¬ 
nounced by the Argus, News, etc. While it 
does honor to the author, it illustrates, by 
occasion, the moral character of such papers. 

“ It were to overlook some most distinct 
manifestations of divine goodness, did we 
not refer to internal sources of danger which 
—from the beginning of her independent 
existence—have awakened and kept alive 
the solicitude of some of the best lovers of 
the country. One source of national peril, 
and probably the most prolific of social dis¬ 
cord, demands a special reference, because 
of the means so recently adopted, in order 
to prevent the threatened dissolution of a 
Union, on the honorable and consistent per¬ 
petuation of which depends so much in ref¬ 
erence to the future prosperity of the whole 
country, and its relative influence on the 
1 world at large. That influence, to be truly 
beneficial in the highest sense, or in any 
sense worthy the character and creed of a 
" Christian people, muBt be the result of prac- 
f tical obedience to the highest of all laws— 
those, namely, in which Christ himself de- 
t dared that all divine requirements were com- 
■I prised—and one of which demands that we 
| should love our neighbor as ourselves. • 
With the recognition aud practical observ- 
| nnce of this law, slavery, as such, is wholly 
< incompatible—and whenever human enact¬ 
ments go to sanction and uphold a system 
thus contravening a fundamental and perpet¬ 
ual law of the Creator, those enactments must, 
because of such contravention, clash with 
the dictates and demands of every Christian 
conscience. No danger can justify wrong 
doing—and that wrong was done, grievous 
, wrong, by the enactment or re-enactment of 
the Fugitive Slave law—must be admitted 
1 by all who will compare, or rather contrast, 

1 (for there can be no comparison betwixt 
things so dissonant and so dissimilar) the 
provisions ot the said statute and the spirit 
and letter of the law of God. This divine 
law is of paramount and perpetual obligation. 
It cannot be transgressed or disobeyed with¬ 
out doing violence to conscience, without 
endangering the soul, without incurring the 
displeasure of him whose frown cannot, in 
the view of any enlightened, well balanced, 
and soberly reflective mind, be counterbalan¬ 
ced by the favor of any or of all created be¬ 
ings, by the greatest possible accumulation 
of temporal advantages, and by a •successful 
escape from whatever real or imaginary per¬ 
ils to ourselves and others may seem to be 
connected with a prompt obedience to our 
Maker’s will. He must be obeyed in all cir¬ 
cumstances and at all hazards. Hazard, in¬ 
deed, there can be none, in complying with 
, his requisitions. None of his commandments 
are grievous—and divine goodness and pow¬ 
er are abundantly equal to the protection of 
those who are imperrilled by submission to 
I divine authority. The hazard is all on the 
I other side—and he who obeys man rather 
■ than God, when their respective requirements 
| come into collision, forfeits by so doing all 
I claim on divine protection, and virtually dares 
I divine justice to do its utmost in the way of 
1 penalty and punishment. God must be obey¬ 
ed—my heighbor must be loved—and woe 
is unto me, if from fear of any temporal ca¬ 
lamity whatever, I refuse bread to the hungry, 
water to the thirsty, or a refuge to the afflic¬ 
ted and oppressed. But I am threatened 
with fine and imprisonment for so doing.— 
Well, the sacrifice of property is a cheap price 
for an easy conscience and a contented heart, 
and the wads of a prison cannot shut out 
from me the sunlight of my Saviour’s counte¬ 
nance, nor intercept my communications 
with him who sticketh closer thon a brother. 
Violently to resist, indeed, any human statute 
enacted by the legislators of the land, how¬ 
ever iniquitous, would be only less criminal 
and perilous than directly to honor and obey 
it The course which iu such circumstances 
Christianity and Christian conscience and 
consistency demand is to take the consequen¬ 
ces of non-compliance, and to adopt all quiet 
and constitutional measures for the legislative 
repeal of an enactment which, by requiring 
me to disobey God, calls upon me to provoke 
his wrath and be a party to my own destruc¬ 
tion. This I cannot do—nor can I “resist 
evil.” But I can suffer—and to the full,mea¬ 
sure of physical susceptibility, it is my inter¬ 
est to suffer from man, if needs be, for well 
doing, rather than to suffer for evil doing at 
the hand of God. 

It appears to me to be a legitimate cause 
of thanksgi.ing to God, that these sentiments 
seem to have the general concurrence of the 
Christian people of New Eugland—and that 
a legislative measure so outrageously at war 
with their convictions of duty, and all their 
professions of allegiance to the God of love, 
has given them an importunity of evincing 
tlieir determinationTather to endure wrong, 
than to do it—-rather to be the viciims of in¬ 
justice and oppression, than activelyto remit 
their fellow-creatures to captivity, aud rerivit 


the chains which a first law of nature and a 
favoring Providence had enabled them to 
break asunder, i Tills good has already come 
out of evil, and another has been added to the 
already nnmberless exemplifications of the 
inspired adage, that God maketh the wrath 
of man to praise him. 

If the perpetuation of the American Union 
really depended on the systematic violation 
of the second of God’s great commandments 
—it would be high time for all enlightened 
and right-minded Christians to question—not 
the expediency,(a Christian conscience knows 
nothing of expedients when God’s will is 
known,) but the propriety and duty of prac¬ 
tical adhesion to a compact which demanded 
so terrible a compromise. But no such com¬ 
promise is required for such an end. The 
Union does not depend on the presumptuous 
violation of God’s laws. Ou the contrary, it 
depends on their observance—and if we would 
minister to its integrity and perpetuity, we 
cannot more directly do it, than by a strict and 
stem adhesion to what we know to be right 
in the sight of him whose favor is life, to na¬ 
tions as well as individuals, and whose frown 
can wither into annihilation the best concert¬ 
ed plans of carnal policy.” 

Slave la c in I’hUadclphui. 

The beauties of the man-stealing law have 
been exhibited in Philadelphia. On Satur¬ 
day a young colored man named Adam Gib¬ 
son was arrested, being told it was for steal¬ 
ing chickens. Here was lie No. 1, to begin 
with! He was taken before a scoundrel 
named Ingraham, one of the commissioners, 
who informed him that he was charged with 
being a fugitive slave. It was alleged that 
he was Emery Rice, the property of William 
Knight, of Cecil county, Maryland. One or 
two gentlemen present asked for delay, that 
David Paul Brown aud Charles Gibbons 
might be sent for to act as counsel. After 
waiting a “ reasonable lengrh of time,” In¬ 
graham said that the law required a “sum¬ 
mary” process and the matter must be pro¬ 
ceeded with. 

Wm. H.Leliman offered a power of attor¬ 
ney setting forth the fact that Emery Rice 
had absconded, aud giving authority for his 
arrest. Mr. Pearce moved to adjourn the 
case till Monday to enable the prisoner to 
procure'counsel and evidence. This was re¬ 
fused by the commissioner. 

James F. Price testified that he knew 
Knight the pretended owner, aud knew his 
slaves; the prisoner was Emery Rice, one of 
his slaves •, in 1845, often suw him; have 
since seen him in Philadelphia; never gave 
him any information causing him to be ar 
rested. George T. Price testified that he 
knew Knight, and knew he had a slave nam¬ 
ed Emery Rice; had seen him, but could not 
recognize the prisoner as being the person. 

David Paul Brown here entered the Court 
and took charge of the defense. Mr. Pearce 
again asked for only one hour to send for 
evidence. The prisoner was questioned and 
said his witnesses were important and could 
be got in an hour; he gave the names of a 
number who could testify to his freedom. 
Mr. Lehman said they were all fugitive slaves. 
[As if a slave’s testimony was not as good 
as that of his bloodhound claimant!] In¬ 
graham refused the request, saying that a 
proper adherence to the spirit of the law 
would not allow of any postponement. True 
enough, but what a law! 

Witnesses were, however, found. Samuel 
Anderson, colored, swore that the prisoner’s 
name was Adam Gibson; he had known him 
all his life; he was the property of Parson 
Davis, of Cecil county, Maryland; never 
heard of his being Knight’s property ; al¬ 
ways understood he was to be free when 
P. rson Davis died. Knew a slave of Knight’s 
named Emery; the prisoner is not the per¬ 
son ; Emery was about the same size, but 
not so stout, and not so dark. 

Daniel Wilkins testified that he had known 
Gibson ten or twenty years; his mother’s 
name was Charity'; she lived with Parson 
Davis. Never heard that Gibson belonged 
to Knight. 

"Mr. Brown read an extract of the will of 
Henry Lyon Davis, dated 10th March, 1840, 
and recorded in Kent county, Maryland. The 
will set forth that on the last day of the year 
succeeding the one in which he should die, 
his slaves should be handed over to the offi¬ 
cer of the State Colonization Socity, to be 
sent to Africa. His slaves are all named in 
the will. Among the names that of Adam ap¬ 
peal's. 

The case was then argued, and the Blood¬ 
hound who superintended the business de¬ 
cided that Gibson should lie given up to the 
claimant. The papers were filled out and 
the prisoner placed in the hands of the Mar¬ 
shal, taken to the Baltimore cars with an es¬ 
cort of 25 men, and carried off into slavery. 
There was considerable excitement among 
the colored population. 

ThHs a man was sent into bondage upon 
evidence hardly sufficient for the execution 
of a dog reputed mad. Hail Columbia! 

The “ upshot” of the Fugitive case in Phil¬ 
adelphia, is thus related by a correspondent 
of the N. Y. Herald : 

“ The alleged fugitive, Adam Gibson, who 
was given up on Saturday, to the agent of 
his reputed owner in such haste, proves to 
be the wrong person entirely, and Mr. Knight 
of Cecil county, ftld., clearing him of being 
his property, he arrived at home again by the 
cars this afternoon. Mr. Knight, when he 
first saw Adam, said— 1 This is not my slave.’ 
I know him — he was formerly a slave in this 
neighborhood, but how he obtained his lib- 


erty 1 do not know.’ Considerable censure 
is thrown upon Commissioner Ingraham, on 
account of his hasty decision, which was 
universally believed to be not warranted by 
the evidence. It is said that a suit will be 
immediately commenced against all the par¬ 
ties concerned, for false imprisonment. Gib¬ 
son was met at Gray’s ferry, by Dr. Bias, who 
conveyed him in a carriage to the Philadel¬ 
phia Institute, in Lombard street, where a 
large collection of colored persons had gath¬ 
ered in anticipation. He was received with 
most enthusiastic cheering by his brethren, 
and was welcomed home by his wife and 
children.” 

The adventures of Gibson after being sent 
to the South by Ingraham, are interesting- 
He was lodged in jail at Elkton, and Mr. 
Knight was sent for. He came and said 
Adam was not the man. He asked him if 
he knew Emery Rice ; Gibson replied that 
he did, aud then Knight told him to tell 
Emery to go to Cauada; he should not send 
for him, but if he was brought to him, he 
would sell him to the South. Adam was 
then taken by the officers and secreted in a 
wood-house, on account of some excitement 
at Elkton. He was then taken some miles 
from Elkton to await the Philadelphia cars. 
The party attempted to get on, but Adam 
missed his foothold; and fell in the mud. 
The officers were earned to the next station, 
where two of them got out, and walked to 
the place where Adam fell. They could not 
find him. Adam had picked himself up and 
started for Philadelphia on the rail road track. 
He walked forty-five miles without obtaining 
scarcely a mouthful to eat, or stopping until 
he was met near Gray’s Ferry by his counsel, 
Mr. Pierce, and other friends who were go¬ 
ing after him. 

Gibson saw the officers when they return¬ 
ed to hunt for him, but not knowing who they 
were,he got iuto the woods and avoided them. 
In the neighborhood of Newark a man un¬ 
dertook to arrest him, Adam turned upon 
him with a knife and a bludgeon and his 
pursuer left him.

This atrocious Fugitive 
Slave Law, passed by your Legislature to 
give increased power to your man-owners 
and man-stealers, is affording a fiendish tri¬ 
umph to the friends of tyranny in Europe. 
Those who have been accustomed to sneer 
and rail at America eagerly seize upon this 
insult to your liberties, as a grand demon¬ 
stration of the despotism of democracy, and 
the friends of America can do little more 
than hang their heads. How long shall the 
heritage of freedom be defiled and disgraced 
by the abominations of slavery. Is this fu¬ 
gitive outrage-law to continue in force or, 
like the measures of overt tyranny in Europe 
— is this extension of inhumanity to cause a 
reaction in favor of right,that will burst every 
fetter and make America truly the land of 

Labor perseveringly, patriotically,heroical¬ 
ly, for this glorious consummation; and the 
friends of your country, and the friends of 
man in every land will give you their sym¬ 
pathy aud their prayers.

I “ Our Atlantic States are to become the 
i American Guinea. Old Virginia, the moth 
| er of Presidents, barren of tobacco and fe- 
I cund of bipeds, has already gone to breeding 
| babies for sale! Sweet Carolina is anxious 
to drive her children to the shambles. Asi¬ 
atic Georgia has long beeu celebrated on the 
page of infamy, for selling her fair offspring 
to the harem ; American Georgia is eager to 
outrival that shame by selling her tawny 
daughters to the sugar-field and to the gold 
mine. When the trade of human cattle- 
beeding is fully established, and the east 
shall annually pour her myriads of yolfed, 
scourged and hand-cuffed live-stock, like a 
mighty gulf-stream, to the west, the prohibi¬ 
tion of the foreign slave trade will be a fine 
protective tariff for the encouragement of this 
domestic production. Then will come a 
grand slaveocratic millenium, in which the 
east will be the slave breeders, and the west 
will be the slave-consumers; the south will 
be the slave-holders, and the north the slave- 
catchers. We shall doubtless then preserve 
the “ glorious Union !”—as glorious, forsooth, 
as the ropes and chains wherewith old Me- 
zentius bound the living man to the rotting 
corpse. If these indications of depravity in 
the national heart, were our only omens, or 
in themselves were irremovable, small would 
be the hope of regenerating the public con¬ 
science into life. Our histoiy too, must turn 
out disastrous failure. Then wherever the 
star of hope should turn, whether tracing its 
steps back to wearied Christendom, or verg¬ 
ing to our accident should curve over the 
broad Pacific, until west became east, the 
prospect would be equally desperate, of ren¬ 
ovating humanity on the shores of Europe, 
or the plains of Asia. Let these dark influ¬ 
ences quench our lamp, and I know not 
where is the Promethean fire that can that 
light relumine.” 

HEAR JUDGE TAPPAN 
Late Senator in Congress and former Chief 
Justice of Ohio. —The fugitive slave law of 
1793 and its supplement of last session, are 
unconstitutional. When I was on the bench, 
I decided that Congress could not constitu¬ 
tionally empower the state officers to enforce 
the laws of the United States. The Su¬ 
preme Court of the United States have since 
made a like decision. The law of 1793, 
therefore, so far as it empowers the State of¬ 
ficers to enforce the law, is now admitted to 
to be unconstitutional. The constitution 
does not give any power to Congress to 
legislate on the subject of fugitive slaves. 
No express power is claimed. It gives no 
implied power, because the implied powers 
are only such as are “ necessary and proper 
for canying into execution the foregoing 
powers,” viz: the powers of Congress in 
section VIH, and all other powers vested by 
tills constitution in the government of the 
United States, or in any department or offi¬ 
ces thereof.” No power, is therefore, given 
to Congress to act on the Subject of fugitive 
slaves. The last clause of sectiou 2, article 
IV, No person held to service or labor, &c., 
is simply an agreement between the States, 
and it is for the States to determine in what 
way and before what tribunal such ‘ claims ’ 
shall be tried and settled. This would have 
been done probably, had not the slaveocracy, 
by passing the unconstitutional law of 1793, 
took the business out of their hands. An 
article in a late Evening Post takes some 
very sound views on the subject. But why 
do I write this to you P I have long thought 
and said that the law of 1793 was unconsti¬ 
tutional. Senator Chase published the same 
opinion in the Van Zandt case. I think that 
now is the favorable time to urge this mat¬ 
ter upon the public consideration. The Su¬ 
preme Court has decided, with the above ex¬ 
ception, the laws to be unconstitutional. 
Let us appeal to their masters—the people 
—and prove to the satisfaction of that high¬ 
er court, that the law is not merely outra¬ 
geous, but that it is void for want of power to 
the makers.—A". Y. Post.

any such dirty trick.

THE FARMER. 

FARMING ACCOUNTS. 

The Dutch have a proverb that “ no one 
is ever ruined who keeps correct accounts,” 
and this saying, there is no doubt, contains 
much truth; and if it applies to the merchant, 
trader, and manufacturer, it must do so still 
stronger to the farmer, whose business it is 
by small outgoings to create a stock, which 
at the year’s end shall afluitl, iu addition 
to returning the expenditure, a surplus for 
his remuneration. But farmers are seldom 
accountants; it does not enter their ideas that 
a knowledge of booking can he a necessary 
part of their education, and yet what is more 
evident than the occasion for their knowing 
not only what proportion their general ex¬ 
penditure bears to the gross returns, but that 
they should also be aware in detail of the 
cost and returns of the several products of 
their farm, so that they may ascertain, not 
only their position as to profit or loss at the 
year’s end, and be able to develope the profi¬ 
table branches of their farming by a sacri¬ 
fice of the unprofitable; but, further, that 
they may readily estimate the advisibility of 
a practice or of an outlay by a calculation 
of the cost and return. 

It is to the neglect of this very important 
branch of education, to the want of this aid 
to good farming, that great numbers of land 
owners as well as farmers sink their money 
so un profitably. They are led into plans by 
gross returns, without a knowledge of the 
cost, aud then fancy their .-lost capital has 
gone in improvements of their land, which 
are to make a return hereafter, when in real¬ 
ity, some vicious system, some false views of 
profit have swallowed it up. I often see land 
yearly depreciating, but which the owner or 
occupier fancies he must have been doing 
much to greatly improve, simply because he 
fiuds that he is yearly becoming poorer by 
bis use of it. How often does the stock mas¬ 


ter, delighting in his stock, reconcile the con¬ 
sumption of nearly all his produce, the ap¬ 
propriation of half his farm, to the mainten¬ 
ance of animals which at the year’s end giye 
but a comparative trifle for their keep, with 
the impression that he shall recover their cost 
iu the return of grain. 

A better system of accounts, an accurate 
knowledge of the cost on one side, and of 
the return on the other, would often set 
many right who are going very wrong in¬ 
deed. Figures should be the fanner’s test 
of every operation, every system should un¬ 
dergo a comparison of cost to the return.— 
Why should manufacturers, traders, and 
merchants, be governed by their estimates, 
and their debtor and creditor accounts, and 
farmers not? I confess I like the present 
cry for balance sheets, for my early educa- 
was a mechanical one, and much 1 owe to it; 
but at the same time the desirability of fig¬ 
ure proof be admitted, we must not forget 
that good farming when first planted requires 
time to produce fruit—it is a tree which takes 
years of care and attention before it blos¬ 
soms. Four or five years must be expected 
to pass before it must be regarded for its re 
turns. The greater the occasion therefore 
for accounts, to distinguish money lost from 
money invested. 

SUGAR MANUFACTURE. 

Tire process of Sugar makingin the South 
is described by a correspondent of the Louis¬ 
ville Christian advocate, as follows: 

“ They had finished making sugar here be¬ 
fore my arrival, hut Mr. H. took me all 
through the sugar-mill this morning, and ex¬ 
plained the whole operation of sugar mak¬ 
ing. The building is of brick, with a good 
steam engine, the whole costing about $20,- 
000. Behind the mill is a large shed, under 
which the cane is thrown, so that the mill 
can be run in nil kinds of weather. The 
cane is then placed upon an endless chain, 
which conveys it into the mill and between 
the rollers, where it is crushed. When thus 
deprived of its juice, it is conveyed into large 
vats or tubs, and from thence as it is needed, 
into the kettles, 'which occupy a separate 
room. There are five of them, of different 
sizes, the first the largest. When the juice 
comes to a boil iu this, it is skimmed and 
dipped into the next, then iuto the third, etc. 

By the time it is boiled in the fourth, it is 
called cereau, or syrup. It is granulated in 
the fifth, and then conveyed into vats, where 
it soon forms a crust upon the top, which has 
to be broken and stirred three times. It now 
forms a wet mush, which is shovelled into 
hand-barrows, and thrown immediately into 
hogsheads, which are ranged in rows in an¬ 
other room. This room is very large, and 
the whole of it underneath the hogsheads is 
one vast tub, made to hold the molasses 
which drips from the wet sugar in the hogs¬ 
heads. A view of this dark “ of sea sweet,” 
with the thoughts of the dirt that must nec¬ 
essarily drop into it, and the flies, musqui- 
toes, bugs, rats, and mice, which may prob¬ 
ably he drowned therein, I think would cure 
the most fastidious, at least of all fondness 
for sugar-house molasses. It should always 
be boiled over before using, which greatly 
improves its tast as well as purifies. The 
planters never use the molasses themselves, 
but use the cereau or golden syrup, as we 
call it in Kentucky.” 

FATTENING HOGS. 

The fattening of winter hogs is a matter of 
importance, and by proper management much 
may be saved. As soon as the Indian corn 
is fit to feed, the hogs should be put in the 
pen. Rye, buckwheat, or indian corn, ground 
together, boiled potatoes, pumpkins, &c., 
make excellent slop for them: it should be 
made thick and given to them three times a 
day, and as much of the soft Indian com as 
they will eat clean. Hogs should be fed a 
little at a time, but often, and great care taken 
not to stall them. The two last weeks of feed- 
ing I prefer Indian com only and water. Their 
pen should he cleaned twice a week, and their 

bod made of clean straw. 

Swine are liable to a variety of diseases, to 
wit: mange, measles, stoping of the issues of 
the fore legs, etc. I believe most, if not all 
these diseases proceed from the filthy manner 
in which hogs are too frequently kept. The 
mange may be cured by sprinkling on the 
backs of the hogs, wood ashes, and turning 
them out of a roiny day, putting oil on them; 
or the most effectual way is to wash them with 
soap-suds and then oil them; after this trouble 
keep them clean. The flour of brimstone is 
said to he good for the measles. I have never 
yet had a measly hog. For the stoppage of the 
issues in the fore legs, nothing is necessary 
more than to rub them with a corn cob, and 
open the holes with the end of a knitting- 
needle or something of that kind.— Tyson.

PITY THE SLAVES. 

A very intelligent southern correspondent of 


the N. Y. Post, writes 

The negroes upon the rice plantations on the 
coast, appear more savage in aspect, wilder in 
manner, with an intensity of blackness that I be¬ 
fore never had seen. I could hardly understand 
a xvord of their lingo, and, unless I much mis¬ 
take, they have been imported from Africa, at 
no very remote day, and against the statute in 
such case made and provided. 

I found upon inquiry of my friend, that the 
average duration of the negro’s life upon these 
plantations, does not exceed eight or nine years, 
and that the mortality occurs chiefly in child¬ 
hood. Among other disagreeable things to en¬ 
counter on a rice plantation, is mud, mud, and 
no end of it. They are also filled with snakes, 
toads and rata, in such numbers, as would make 
an Egyptian of the Nile scamper. But a clear 
income of fifty thousand dollars a year, is a salvo 
that would tempt even one of vour cockney 
tribe to forego his kids, his ruffle's, and his pa¬ 
tent leather boots, and to bid adieu to the great 
Jenny, and the still greater Bamum, the rest of 
his life. I am snugly now ensconced in a log 
cabin, in the good county of Jefferson, the best 
cotton planting district in Georgia. The said 
cabin is furnished most luxuriantly, and the ta¬ 
ble groans with silver plate. The owner’s in¬ 
come this year is estimated at §39,000.. 

The Negro’s jubilee is at hand. Christmas 
with them lasts a week. It is then thev receive 
their outfit for the year. Should he even steal 
some of his turkeys,"he would get notLing but a 
boxed ear, when on any other occasion, he would 
get a dozen with the paddle, the latter instru¬ 
ment being like a fire-shovel, handle and all;

Convention assembled : 

First, That we hold the American Union 
secondary; in iniitortance only to the rights 
of and principles it was designed to perpet¬ 
uate. I hat past associations, present frui¬ 
tion, and future prospects will bind us to it 
so long as it continues to be the safe guard 
of those rights and principles. 

Secondly, That if the thirteen original 
parties to the contract, bordering the Atlan¬ 
tic in a narrow belt, while their “separate in¬ 
terests were in embryo, their peculiar teu- 
dencies scarcely developed, their revolution¬ 
ary trials and triumphs, still green in memo¬ 
ry, found Union impossible without compro¬ 
mise, the thirty-one of this day, may w ell 
yield somewhat in the conflict of opinion 
and policy, to preserve that Union which has 
extended the sway of republican govern¬ 
ment over a vast wilderness to another 
ocean, and proportionally advanced their civ- 
llization and national greatness. 

Thirdly, That in this spirit, the State of 
Georgia has maturely considered the action 
of Congress embracing a series of measures 
for the admission of California into the Un¬ 
ion, the organization of territorial govern¬ 
ment for Utah and New Mexico, the establish¬ 
ment of a boundary between the latter and the 
the State ot Texas, the suppression of the 
slave trade in the District of Columbia, and 
the extradition of fugitive slaves, and (con¬ 
nected with them) the rejection of proposi- 
tions to exclude slavery from the Mexican 
territories, and to abolish it in the District of 
Columbia: and whilst she does not wholly 
approve, will abide by it as a permanent ad¬ 
justment of this sectional controversy.

places subject to the jurisdiction of Congress 
incompatible with the safety and domestic 
tranquility, the rights and honor of ihe 
slaveholding States, or any act supressing 
the slave trade between the slave holding 
States, or any refusal to admit as a State anv 
territory herenfter applying, because of the 
existence of slavery therein ; or any act prohib¬ 
iting the introduction of slaves into the terri¬ 
tories of Utah and New Mexico, or any act 
repealing or materially modifying the laws 
now in force for the recovery of fugitive

He had all 
the papers, and more than the fugitive slave 
law requires, yet he experienced considerable 
difficulty in arresting the slave.” The officer 
encountered the most determined opposition 
from the Free Sailers and Abolitionists, but was 
assisted by Mr. W. Allen, member of Congress, 
and other gentlemen.
